1 . This Office Action is made in response to applicant's amendment filed on 

8/1 6/201 1 . Claims 1 -3, 5-13, and 20-23 are currently pending in the application. An 
action follows below:

2. The drawings were received on 8/1 6/201 1 . These drawings are acceptable. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 1 -3, 5-1 3, and 20-23 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The present invention is directed to a system for providing haptic feedback in a 
rotational direction to a touch sensitive input device. Independent claim 1 identifies the 
uniquely distinct features including a bushing, a button carrier, a touch-sensitive input 
device, an actuator, and a pin and particular relationships and physical connections 
between the different elements . The closest prior art, Rosenberg et al. (USPN: 
6128006), Shahoian et al. (USPgPub: 2002/0033795), Weiss et al. (USPN: 6225980), 
Bardaneh (USPgPub: 2004/0233159), and Zadesky et al. (USPN: 7046230) disclose 
various systems for providing haptic feedback and systems for touch input devices, 
either singularly or in combination, fail to anticipate or render the above underlined 
limitations obvious.
